DEBTOR AND CREDITOR. 

The condition of affairs mentioned in 
the article copied from the Winnipeg 
Tribune which pears in another 
Coline one wihich oortahm pmceguires 
to be remedied. Not that we in this 
particular part of the Northwest have 
seen many examples of the injustice 
worked under the foreclosure of chattel 
mortgages or seizure under excution or 
distress warrant; but we have seen 
enough to show the possibility of cases 
oveurring in which the debtur is robbed 
Without the creditor being benefited. 
It is quite customary in such eases to 


cry out against the creditor asa shark, a 


shylock, or anything and everything 
that is bad; but crying out does not 
mend the matter, In many 
cases both debtor and creditor 
are the victims of circumstances. 
The debtor has contracted obligations 
which he had every prospect of being 
able to meet at the appointed time; but 
circumstances over which he had no 
control such as accident, illness, frost 
hail, fire or drouth, may have placed it 
beyond his power. The creditor also 
on the strength of the prospect of what 
he was to receive from his debtor may 
also have contracted obligations which 
he cannot meet unless the amounts due 
him are paid. He pushes others be- 
cause he is pushed himself. He seizes 
upon his debtor's effects, and realizes

many cases, if this were allowed, the 
ereditor could, by awaiting favorable 
oppor. iaities, realize a larger proportion 
of his account and the debtor paya 
larger proportion of his debt than either 
could under a foreed sale. It may be 
sail that it would not be just to the 
creditor to compel him to take property 
when he was entitled to cash. In a 
way it would not be just, but the in- 
justice would lie by forcé of cireum- 
stances aad not by reason of the law, 
as at present. If the debtor has not 
got the creditor cannot get, and if the 
creditor gets what the debtor has he 
can get no more in any case. To let 
him have it in the best possible shape 
for him to make his own out of it is to 
do him greater justice than to compel 
him to deprive the debtor of the means 
of paying his debt and yet not get the 
pay. 

Another very grave injustice in the 
matter of debtor and creditor is that of 
unlimited liability undera mortgage. 
That is, a creditor takes security on 
certain property which at the time is 
supposed to be full value for the 
amount of debt contracted. A depreci- 
ation in value takes place, the mortgage 
is foreclosed and the propeity does not 
realize the amount of the mortgage; 
the debtor is still liable for the remaimd- 
er of the indebtedness. The creditor in 
taking a mortgage actually becomes the 
owner of the property mortgaged. In 
doing thishe shuts out othercreditors of 


the same debtor from any possible share 


in the property mortgaged, until his 
claim is fully satished. After the 
mortgagee having thus protected him- 
self fully for the advances made, it 
seems unduly hard on the debtor that 
he should not only have to give up all 
the property demanded in the first 
place by the mortgagee but that any 
other property that he may have should 


for the good of the town and 
district.

For 
reasons which under ordinary circum- 
Sances are good and sufficient, the 
law provides that in case of any seizure 
under mortgage or otherwise, the cred 
itor cannot assume possession of the 
property actually seized. It must be 
put up at auction aud sold to the high- 
est bidder, and he is only entitled to 
such portion of the price as his account 
amounts to; the balance, after expenses 
are paid, going to the debtor or origin- 
al owner of the property. This pro- 
Vision is framed on the supposition that 
there isasufticient accumulation of wealth 
in the community to ensure that every 
article will bring nearly its value when 
offered at public auction. The danger 
guarded against is that of greedy credit-

When 
the mortgagee has been allowed his 
own terms in securing himself to the 
exclusion of off@er creditors it seems 
only fair that as he became the owner 
of the property he should be the loser if 
it should depreciate in value below the 
amount of lis advance, and that he 
should not, after taking all the security 
he chose to demand, still come in on a 
better footing than other creditors for 
the remainder.
